It represents our share of the $1,558,742,433.68 that 
represents the bonded debt of the state governments of 
this country now. 
It also represents an increase of nearly 
50 percent in the last three years and the data points out 
that it is approximately half a billion dollars greater now 
than theentire federal debt in 1916 and that the per capita 
debt is $4.07 greater. 


The figures indicate that the states have gone on a 
spending spree along with individual citizens since the war, 
and that they are living high as well. 
W ithout attempting 
to furnish an answer, it might be suggested that the addi- 
tion of new laws constantly offers a drain on the state 
treasuries. 
Legislatures continually piling new laws on the books 
find they must also create enforcement agencies to see that 
the laws arc obeyed. 
Duplication of federal laws puts the 
burden often on the states in place of the federal govern­ 
ment, such as the state prohibition laws that duplicate the 
Volstead amendment. 
New York state has eliminated its state dry law', con­ 
vinced that since it is the duty of the federal government to 
enforce the law', to duplicate that enforcement is only a 
drain on the taxpayers. 
State agencies are not provided to 
enforce other laws that arc actually constitutional am end­ 
ments of the federal government. 
T he burden of enforcing 
the counterfeiting laws, and laws on postal thefts are left 
where they properly belong— in the hands of the federal 
department of justice. 
This may or may not be a reason 
for the fact that although New' York state's debt is high, its 
per capita debt is low' in the list, being below that of South 
Dakota, Oregon. North Carolina, Delaware, North Dakota, 
Massachusetts and other small states.

larger

W h e n the trial judge, properly enough, decided to exclude 
the scientific testimony on which the defense relied to 
prove and unconstitutionality of the anti-evolution law and 
make its case, the infinitesimal chance of impressing the 
jury with tile defendant’s justification for the act charged 
against him vanished. 


Now the case will he appealed to the supreme court 
of Tennessee, where doubtless the question of the consti­ 
tutionality cf the law will he made the issue. 
Then, it is 
n.uch to be hoped, an appeal will be taken from that court’s 
decision whatevet it may he, to the supreme court of the 
United States. 
A question of 
surpassing 
importance to 
America and Americans is raised bv the existence of the 
Tennessee law, which seeks to shackle free education and 
to go far toward establishing a recognized state religion. 
It is of the highc-t importance, since the issue has been 
joined, to have the constitutional guaranties of complete 
religious liberty defined by the final authority.

It is a sad moral lapse and there should be a 


cure found. 
Of course the investors should have made a 
more careiul investigation before purchasing but failure to 
do so lends no justification to a repudiation of the debt.
